plied with them by the Datch from India, or the Portugweze trom Braſil, 

at much under Rates than our Planters, in that Caſe, could afford to tell 


them. 


So that, unleſs the African Trade be put under ſuch an Eſtabliſhment, 


as that Negroes may be purchaſed on the Coaſt, fo as to be ſold at mode- 
rate Rates to the Planters, in all likelihood, a few Years will terminate 
thoſe great Advantages that Great Britain has, and may expect to reap 


from its Plantations and Colonies in America. I!
